SOME DECREASE in the bulk of this issue of the R.A.M. Magazine will 
bring home to us the increasing stringency of regulations regarding the use of 
paper. All paper for such purposes as ours is obtainable now only under 


Licence, one condition of which is that the publication should have existed | 


for 40 years. Happily we are able to fulfil this requirement, but strict economy 
may lead to the exclusion of some usual features, and to severe condensation 
to the extent, in some cases, of bare mention of past events which it is desir- 
able should be recorded. 


Review Week of last Michaelmas Term provided an Address by the 
Principal ; Method in Practising by Miss Marjorie Hayward ; Musical 
Audiences by Mr. Arthur Bliss ; Words and Music by Mr. Marcus Thomson ; 
Production by Mr. Robert Atkins ; Fugue as a Vehicle for Expression by 
Mr. J. A. Sowerbutts and a Pianoforte Recital by Miss Moura Lympany 
comprising Schumann’s Etudes Symphoniques, two preludes by Debussy 
and three of Rachmaninov. The Orchestral Concert on December 5, con- 
ducted by Sir Henry J. Wood, completed the week’s scheme. Another 
important event of the term was a series of three concerts of Chamber Works 
of Dvorak, in celebration of the centenary of his birth, given by students 
of the Ensemble Class under the direction of Mr. Herbert Withers. Among 
the works performed were the Sextet, Op. 48; two Quintets, Op. 81 and 97; 
Quartets, Op. 105 and 106, and Trio, Op. 65. A History of Music Course, 
designed to cover the whole Academic Year, began on September 25 and 
continued weekly for ten weeks. During that series the period from early 
modal music to the forerunners of Handel and Bach was dealt with and this 
term, beginning on January 8, a new series will start with those composers 
and continue down to Beethoven’s “ first period”. During next term, 
Beethoven (after 1800) down to modern developments and experiments in 
Tonality and Form will complete the Course. The lectures are given by 
Dr. F. G. Shinn. 


The Principal, in his address which opened Review Week, recounted 
some of the difficulties during the past year of work and told how they had 
been surmounted; he paid tribute to the cheerful tenacity of the students, 
saying that he himself and the other administrative officers of the R.A.M. 
had found great assistance and encouragement from them in their heavy 
task of keeping things going. The fact that such help had been given quite 
unconsciously led Dr. Marchant to speak of the realisation we should all 
have of our moral obligations to one another as individual members of the 
community. “We should feel ” he said, “ some personal responsibility and 
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see to it that during our time the Torch of the Academy is kept burning 
brightly so that we may hand it on to our successors with added lustre. 
* It all depends on me’ is a good slogan for R.A.M. students to remember.” 
He added that in spite of the abnormal conditions under which everyone 


lived and worked today, students should try to make fullest possible use of | 


all the opportunities the Academy offers, especially in regard to hearing music 
—and chamber music in particular—if possible with the help of a miniature 
score. In putting first things first also, the secondary and complementary 
things should not be neglected, and students should regard all appointments 
as to be kept with the same strictness as professional engagements. They 
should also differentiate between what is discussion and what is merely 
gossip—the latter a habit to which we all are liable. Dr. Marchant said he 
oftered these suggestions as one who had himself travelled the same road 
and had taken wrong turnings. He concluded by speaking of the value of the 
R.A.M. Club as a great bond of union between generations of past and 
present students—“ a token of our unity—a witness to our strength.”

R.A.M. Club—Our New President 


There is something especially happy and appropriate in the election of 
Harry Farjeon as President of the R.A.M. Club. During a period of over 
forty years, Mr. Farjeon’s association with the Academy, as student and 
professor, has been of a singularly intimate nature: indeed, it is hardly too 
much to say that the R.A.M. has been, and remains, the mainspring of his 
musical activity as well as the constant object of his thought and affection. 
As President of the Club he acts as host in his own cherished home. 


Mr. Farjeon’s connection with the Club goes back to 1901, in which | 


year, (on the last day of his studentship !) he became the first winner of the 
R.A.M. Club Prize. The Pianoforte Trio, which gained for him this distinc- 
tion, was first performed, at a social meeting of the Club, by Agnes Zimmer- 
man, Emile Sauret and our good friend, Herbert Walenn. In those days, 
students of the Academy were not eligible for membership of the Club, and 
we may be sure that the removal of this restriction was warmly approved 


by so staunch a champion of students’ rights as our new President. 


When a “ Sports Section ” of the Students’ Branch was formed, (known 
at the time as “ Branch C ”), Mr. Farjeon served on the Committee and took 
an active part in promoting regular matches in hockey, football and cricket 
between teams from the R.A.M. and the R.C.M. The “ Farjeon Challenge 
Cup,” named after its donor, remains to be competed for again, when cir- 
cumstances permit the resumption of these friendly contests. 

Space permits no more than a passing reference to our President’s 
distinguished achievements as composer and teacher. The writer’s most 
vivid impression of his own first Academy term is of the performance, by the 
late Cuthbert Whitemore, of a Pianoforte Concerto by Harry Farjeon. Still 


fresh is the memory of engaging tunes and arresting rhythms, and it is, 
perhaps, the emphasis on these characteristics which gives a personal, and 


most attractive note to our friend’s contribution to British music. | 

Mr. Foarjeon’s work as a professor of Harmony and Composition is 
notable for its wide range of interest. 'The problems of the beginner in 
Harmony and Counterpoint and those of the adventurous young composer 
are treated with the same measure of sympathy, skill and zest. Nor must 


his insistence on the importance of “ Elements” be forgotten. The old 


“ Elements Exam.” may be no more: but, so long as Harry Farjeon holds a 
“ watching brief ” for this subject, its position in our Academy scheme is 
secure. | 

Our new President may be trusted to do all in his power to maintain, 
in difficult times, the Club’s reputation for “ music, mirth and happy com- 
radeship ” : for of these is his own nature compact. May he be blessed with 
health and good fortune during his year of office, and after.

A Wartime Trip to South Africa

On June 18th four of us left London for the annual trip to South Africa 
with mixed feelings—not trepidation, as many seemed to expect—but simply 
because two were old hands (one not even being sure how many times he 
had made the trip) and one had never been before. If possible, by the end 


of the journey one’s opinion of the British Navy and Mercantile Marine was _ 


higher than at the beginning, for there were no incidents beyond a few 
distant depth-charges, and we were able to see a convoy in operation, being 
part of it for eight days. 


_ Afterwards we left it and for three weeks, so far as we knew, ours was 
the only ship on the ocean. Weather was generally good, although occasionally 
the ship had its ups and downs. The “ crossing the line ” ceremonies were 
duly held, and one of our number, having been convicted of nameless 
crimes, was splashed with whitewash and unceremoniously hurled into a bath 
of water, to the hilarious amusement of the onlookers. There were the usual 
games and distractions by day, but black-out was the rule of the night, with 
its curtailment of facilities and increase of heat—a real trial in the tropics. 
We kept our calling dark as long as we could, but eventually we were dis- 
covered and were induced to give a concert. There was a great demand for 
Bach and as we had not enough with us—at any rate that could be suitably 
performed on the ship’s piano—we wrote some and announced, solemnly, 
that it had recently been discovered in the Potsdamer State Library and was 
being played by permission of the Bach Gesellschaft. This impressive verbiage 
went down well, and only one member of the audience suspected a “ leg- 
pull ” ; and at dinner afterwards a bottle of champagne appeared with a card 
“ from an admiring Gesellschaft,” Later, a charming young lady who had 
been informed of the deception, said “‘ Really ! I liked your Bach better than 
Bach’s Bach.” We were also able to play by ourselves every day—chiefly 
solo whist. 


So the month at sea came to an end, and the sight of Table Mountain 
rising hazily from the sea—surely one of the most magical of views—indicated 
the end of the voyage. It was a wonderful experience to see South Africa 
and the street-lights of Cape Town, and to savour again the normalities of 
peace-time life, with no rationing, black-out or any of war’s alarms. 


We received a wonderful welcome wherever we went, and we were 
continually meeting R.A.M. ex-students. It was good to see Eric Grant 
again and to find how popular he is with everybody. .He is undoubtedly an 
outstanding success and doing magnificent work in every way. He is a worthy 
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successor to W. H. Bell, whom we saw and found in good health and spirits. 


+ We heard the Cape Town orchestra, which under W. Pickerill is a most 


enterprising body of 32 players, and they gave the first performance—and 
subsequently repeated it—of a new March “ Stirling Castle”, which had 
been written by one of us on the boat of that name the year before. The 
orchestra includes Winifred Kaye (who joined the services while we were 
there), D. Sandeman, J. Sheppard, G. Tobias and Editha Braham (who took 
us for several interesting rides in her car). Swanson is doing good work with 
the Broadcasting Company—Mrs. Beetrix Marx no longer plays in the orches- 
tra, but is music critic of the Cape Times. We also saw Ivy Angove, who is 
playing as well as ever. Gladys Melville, who was such a successful secretary 
of the Student Members part of the Club is now contemplating organising 
some sort of Association of the Club members in South Africa. In Johannes- 
burg we met also Isobel MacLaren—looking very well—who took us out to 
the Country Club, and among other ex-students encountered during the 
tour were Mr. and Mrs. Shepstone, Mrs. Schultze (née Choles), Miss E. 
Starke and Mr. E. Kealey. 


Dr. E. Thiman gave a recital of English organ music in Cape Town 
Cathedral, and I gave one one at the Diocesan College which included 
Charles Macpherson’s Fantasy Prelude. 


Among our colleagues as examiners were O. Karstel, F. J. Roode, and 
P. Lemmer, all ex-students who are now holding distinguished positions in 
South Africa, and it was gratifying to note that the R.A.M. was responsible 
for 7 out of 8 examiners. _ 


The standard of work was generally very good and we heard severa 
really outstanding candidates, who have the makings of first-class artists. 
It was a strenuous seven weeks—one of us had ten nights out of fourteen in 
the train at one period—but a very interesting one. 


The voyage home was quite uneventful and we came back feeling we 
had benefited greatly by seeing so many old friends and making new ones. 
We also felt we had done some good by showing that, thanks to the Navy, it 
is still possible to make personal contact, even though it means travelling 


- thousands of miles to do it.

Gladys May Chester, A.R.A.M. 
July 7, 1941 


We record with regret the death of Gladys Chester which took place 
at Roydon, Ware, Herts. after a long illness bravely borne. Mrs. Alice M. 
Briant writes :— 


The passing of Gladys Chester A.R.A.M., at a very early age, has 
brought a sense of shock and sadness to those who were her fellow students, 
to her pupils and many friends. About two years ago she retired to a country 
house where she had since lived, hoping to gather strength so that she might 
continue the very strenuous life which had been hers since her student days. 
But it was not to be; she had taxed her strength to the utmost limit. 

After her Sub-Professor days at the R.A.M. she became one of the Princi- 
pals of a very successful Academy of music and elocution in North London. 
She also taught in various girls’ schools out of London, driving herself thither 
in her car in the early morning. In the evenings she did much good work for 
the London County Council and her friends will remember other happy 
evenings when she delighted them with fine playing on her precious violin. 

The funeral service was conducted by the Rector of St. Katherine Cree, 
in Leadenhall Street, in whose church Miss Chester and her brother Mr. 
Russell Chester, A.R.A.M., had played over a period of many years. The 
Rev. Gordon Hall told us his wife had been a pupil of hers for 20 years. 
He also said that in his opinion two outstanding characteristics of hers were 
her faithfulness to duty,which she carried out with lightheartedness, and 
her courage. | i 

She has gone—a bright lovely spirit, leaving a fragrant memory in the 
hearts of those she has left behind. | 


David Carl Taylor, R.A.F.V.R., A.R.A.M. 
Student, Associate and Professor 
November 24 


With profound regret musicians have learned of Mr. Taylor’s untimely 
death which, as the result of a flying accident, has terminated a career so 
‘distinguished at the R.A.M. and elsewhere. Mr. Rowsby Woof writes of 
his former pupil :— | | 
Pilot Officer David Carl Taylor was a man of fine presence and com- 


manding height. He was richly endowed mentally as well as physically, 
totally free from any form of “ nerves ”—noble, magnanimous and loyal. 
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Our friendship, which dated from early in 1927 when he began his long 
studentship at the R.A.M., and which endured until his untimely end, 
seemed to become closer and more intimate with the passing of each succeed- 
ing year. 


He entered the Academy as South African University Scholar and 
subsequently successively won an Exhibition and the coveted Gowland 
Harrison Scholarship. 


For a number of years he was a member of the Stratton Quartet and 
latterly leader of the Jacques Orchestra. } 


I believe his death to be a real loss to the R.A.F. The Academy is 
deprived by it of one of her most gifted sons—one who could have been con- 
_ fidently expected to enhance its renown in the future. 


ROWSBY WOOF. 


Acton Bond, Hon. R.A.M. 
November 28 


Mr. Acton Bond, who died in London at the age of 80, was for many 
years up to 1934 a Professor and was responsible for the dramatic perform- 
ances at the R.A.M. He was the first person not a professional musician to 
be awarded the Hon. R.A.M. diploma. | 


Serving his apprenticeship with Sir Henry Irving's company at the 
Lyceum he later achieved fame in many Shakespearean róles and will be 
remembered also for his work in Sir J. Martin Harvey’s productions. He 
was for many years the honorary director of the British Empire Shakespeare 
Society and was one of the original members of the committee of the Shake- 
speare Memorial National ‘Theatre in which he retained an active interest 
to the last. l 


James Aikman Forsyth 


Mr. Forsyth edited the R.A.M. Magazine from 1926 to 1930 and his 
critical writings on English music was informed by an intimacy deriving 
from close personal knowledge of the composers themselves. Mr. Frederic 
Austin wrote in the Daily Telegraph : 


“ By the untimely death of J. A. Forsyth many of us have lost an old and 
cherished friend. His experience with the Hallé concerts in Manchester 
brought him into contact with the most prominent musicians of the day, and 
did much to shape the background of his work. His kindly perspicacity and 
easy style will be missed alike by those he criticised and by the general reader.” 
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ARTHUR Hinton, F.R.A.M. 


Dr. H. W. Richards writes :— 


Arthur Hinton was born at Beckenham, Kent in 1869, and was educated 
at Shrewsbury School. From the first he was determined to make music 
his profession, so the idea of a commercial career was given up. He entered 
the R.A.M. and was appointed Sub-Professor after 3 years; then he went to 
Munich to study Composition under Rheinberger, afterwards to Vienna and 
Italy. F.R.A.M. was conferred upon him, and he was made a Professor of 
Composition at the R.A.M., and an Examiner to the Associated Board, under- 
taking several Colonial Tours. 


In this brief sketch we have only space to mention some of his composi- 
tions; the list is long and varied. The chief are :—2 Symphonies, 1 Opera, 2 
Operettas, Chamber Music, A Suite, Pianoforte solos and songs. His Piano- 
forte Concerto was performed at the Queen's Hall under the famous Conduc- 
tor, Arthur Nikisch, who wrote of it :—“ The Piano Concerto by Arthur Hin- 
ton is significant as being an enrichment of the piano literature, for which we 
must be grateful. It is full of imagination in the invention; the musical devel- — 
opment is excellent and it is splendidly orchestrated. Since, besides this, it is 
highly effective and grateful for the Virtuoso, I am convinced that pianists will 
have delight in taking this piece into their repertoires.” Hinton had the good 
fortune of having his gifted wife (Katherine Goodson) at the Pianoforte; she 
played it in a brilliant manner, con amore. As to his Chamber music, it has 
been aptly summed up by another pen :—** Immensely vigorous, untiring in 
energy; masterly in design and workmanship; the psychological progress is 
individual and convincing. It speaks a language of its own, and shows a capti- 
vating individuality.” It is interesting to know that Hinton regarded his Quin- 
tet for Piano and strings as his best work. His marriage was ideal, this could be 
seen at the delightful musical parties given by him and his wife in their lovely 
music room, full of exquisite treasures. Great international artists were not 
only their guests but their intimate friends, and they gave of their best, 
while the hospitable host and hostess radiated happiness and inspired all 
with their own cordiality. No one was ever forgotten, and no one who had 
the honour and pleasure of being present will ever forget. The eulogies 
which were bestowed on Hinton’s works, by those most highly qualified 
to judge, only seemed to increase his natural modesty. He never uttered an 
unkind criticism on the works of others. He was a loyal friend and a charm- 
ing personality and he will be remembered not only for his compositions, but 
for himself. 


The loss to the R.A.M. is a heavy one; to his widow irreparable, so to 
her we beg to offer our deepest and most heartfelt sympathy. |
